AMERICA AND THE CECIL PLAN. 
' The League of Nations Commission on 
Disarmament 
has 
approved a plan for 
Worldwide reduction of armaments— a plan 
generally known as the Cecil plan because 
Lord Robert Cecil, the distinguished Eng­ 
lishman, was 
its chief 
architect. 
It has 
aroused extraordinary interest. 
Even the 
French have been favorably impressed by 
It. It is certain that when it is taken up by 
the assembly of the League in September 
It will immediately take its place as one of 
die leading questions of the time. 
What 
is the United States going to do about it? 
• Of course, it goes without saying that be­ 
fore this country shapes its attitude the 
Cecil proposals must be examined with the 
greatest care. 
No reasonable person will 
criticise the administration for proceeding 
Vith due deliberation. Bpt it seems a trifle 
^fortunate that the first reactions to the 
Cecil plan discernible at Washington give 
aln impression of coldness towards it. Noth­ 
ing has been said officially on the sub­ 
ject; but the special dispatches purporting 
ti) reflect the official attitude unofficially 
expressed indicate a disposition to search 
^meticulously for the defects of the plan and 
to ignore its merits. 
Their 
effect is to 
sound a warning against the 
assumption 
that America will approve the Cecil plan. 
No such warning is necessary, for cer­ 
tainly nobody will assume any such inten­ 
tion on the part of this administration. All 
that can be hoped for or asked at this stage 
is that the administration forget the Bitter­ 
enders long enough to give the League’s 
peace plan a really fair examination, unin­ 
fluenced by political considerations such as 
have shaped its course in foreign affairs so 
far, and in addition that if the plan seems 
sound and promising the administration re­ 
frain from throwing cold water on it for the 
present so that it may be kept alive until 
that time somewhere in the future 'when 
our government will be able to deal intelli­ 
gently with the great international problem 
of peace and disarmament. 


Statistics show 
that 
the United States 
produces 7,000,000 
tons 
of salt, the per 
capita consumption per annum being 140 
pounds. The totals fully 98 per cent of the 
American production. 
Usually as ballast, 
about 85,000 tons of salt are imported an­ 
nually. 
These figures reveal that the salt 
industry of this country is in no need of pro­ 
tection, as it is virtually without competi­ 
tion. 
Yet congress appears to be planning 
to make the American 
people 
pay $35,- 
000,000 in order to get $262,000 into the 
national treasury. 
The pending tariff bill will lay a tax 
upon practically 
every 
article that goes 
upon the breakfast table. 
It will increase 
the food bill as well as the clothes bill of 
every household in the land. 
Many of the 
increases are utterly iniquitous and unjusti­ 
fiable, a plundering of the poor to fill the 
coffers of the men who shape the course of 
the republican party and of its spokesmen 
in the house and senate. 
This tax on salt 
is something everyone can understand. 
It 
is of a piece with the tariff bill as a whole. 


W HERE THE TOURISTS FIND BAD 
ROADS.

George H. Dumond, managing director 
of a Los Angeles theater, recently piloted 
a musical 
troupe 
in an automobile 
trip 
from Cleveland to Los Angeles, a distance 
of 3,000 miles. The Los Angeles Times pre­ 
pared a map of the route, inserting arrows 
where bad roads were encountered. 
The tourists passed through a part of 
Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Missouri, Kansas, a 
corner of Colorado, New Mexico, Arizona, 
and California. 
It was necessary to use 
only two arrows to designate bad roads. 
One of these is in Missouri, the other in 
Kansas. 
Some of the most mountainous territory 
of the west is given a clear record. 
The 
level roads of Missouri 
and 
Kansas fur­ 
nished more bumps than any other part of 
the journey, mountainous or otherwise. 
Fortunately Missouri soon will be able to 
create a better impression. 
The theatrical 
tourists found rough roads between Kansas 
City and St. Louis, the two cities which are 
to be connected by a straight line highway, 
305 miles long. 
It will be hard surfaced 
and twenty feet wide, available for heavy 
truck as well as passenger traffic. 
Grade 
crossings will be missing. Motorists will be 
afele to cross the state in ten hours. 
This is a 
part of the 
program of the 
state highway commission in the expendi­ 
ture of $60,000,000 in road bonds. It will 
not be long before 
Los 
Angeles will be 
hearing praises of Missouri highways, in­ 
stead of seeing road maps in their papers 
with tell-tale arrows.
